What of Britain's Christmas in 
1981?) True, many hunts that 
were famous in grandpapa's 
young days have long since been 
disbanded. Nor may modern 
farmers find time to spend all 
Boxing Day ‘rudging their neigh- 
tours’ land with a gun under 
their arm. The Yule log has 
largely been ousted by anthracite 
or central heating—and the 
stately homes of England have 
become noticeably fewer in 
number.

At one time 
the astronomers toyed with 
the notion of its having 
been a conjunetion of two 
plenets. A pair of planets, 
they argued, brought into 
line when viewed from the 
earth, might have been 
briliant enough to be 
visible by day as well as 
bv night. Especially might 
this be the case if one of 
them were Venus, — the 
Fyening Star, and the most 
brilliant planet in the 
Heavens. 


As far back as the seventeenth 
eentury this theory was being 
investigated, though the pknet 
Venus did not figure in the re~ 
search Juhinn  Kelper, the 
German astronomer, 
enloudated:  Uhat at Ihe 
tine of the Incarnation the 
planets Jupiter and Saturn ap- 
pe red to have been in conjune- 
tion When seen from the earth. 
Could this dual appearance ace 
count for the Star af Bethlehem?

WAOTERN — erentists while 
rrarecine that the joint 
planets would oonstitute a pheno- 
menon likely to be regarded with 
awe, are uneconvineed with the 
validity of | Kelper's theory. 
Their cileulations, carried out 
with far more accurate’ in- 
struments than the German as- 
tronomer ever imagined pos- 
sible show that Saturn and 
Jupiter, though much closer to- 
gether than usual, did not ap- 
pear exactly together at the 
date of Christ's birth. They 
were separated by several de- 
grees as seen from this earth.

As to the possibility of the 
Star being a fixed star, and not 
a comet, science again gives an 
emphatic denial. Even if the 
possibility of such a star’s flar- 
ing! up to such brilllance is ad- 
mitted, the time factor upsets 
any theory linking jt with 
Christ's birth. It must be re- 
membered that the light from 
even the nearest fixed star takes 
years to reach the earth. Out- 
side the fleld of miracles, it is 
practically impossible » for 
Science to admit the coincidence 
which is implied by classing the 
Star of Bethlehem as a_ fixed 
star. Its sudden expansion to 
abnormal brightness would have 
had to take place when the world 
was very young indeed.

CIENCE has a much more 
satisfactory explanation for 
the “birth star” of Christ, and St 
iso theory which inno way 
refutes the biblical teaching that 
the Star. was a divine symbol 
espetially created for the 
occasion.

The 
chances of such a clash occur- 
ting at the thme of Christ’ birth, 
without Providential ald, it is 
angued, are too remote to merit 
consideration. .

NORMOUS brilliance would 
result from the impact, for 
the sttns would meet so forcibly 
{hat they would become’ masses 
of molten meta) and flaming 
gases. The splendour of a star 
created in’ this manner would 
be fully in keeping with the im- 
portance of the occasion. 


The orb’s streaming brilliance 
would show the Wise Men that 
no ordinary event was herald- 
ed, 


This explanation fits in_ too, 
with the present beltef that the 
Slav of Bethlehem was not a 
temporary phenomenon, not a 
comet, planet or fixed star. It 
had never deen seen before, and 
after [ts comparatively short 
fife, it was ,never witnessed 
again, As the effects of the 
terrific impact declined, the 
star either burned out or became 
cool again, 


Today's astronomers have not 
fully and conclusively catalo- 
gued this herald of the first 
Christmas. They are more 
agreed than eVer before on its 
origin, but there are still some 
mysteries surrounding it, 


* 


ETAILED, reliable records of 

the Star are few. There is no 
biblical reference to its colour. 
and modern astronomers are 
able to obtain complete data 
about a heavenly body only 
when they have this knowledge. 


But they have been able to 
state definitely that the Star of 
Bethlehem was not a meteorite, 
that It was an exceptional fea~ 
ture of the heavens, and that it 
cannot be accounted for by any 
of the known movements of the 
planets, 


Meteorites, of course, are by 
no means uncommon, and thelr 
appearante has coincided with 
Christmas in quite recent years. 
One fell in Lincolnshire, Eng- 
fand, during Christmas. Week 
tn 1921, and lit up the ° whole 
district of Holbeach with a 
light. All biblical 
astronomical and historica’ data, 
however, indicate that the Star 
of Bethichem was in quite a 
different category. 


But, despite all their khow- 
ledge and facilities, mbddern

S° back from Everest 
comes another expedi- 
tion, and still no one has 
reached the top of the 
highest mountain in the 
world, 


If it had been 900ft. lower

Eleven books have been writ- 
ten abput this one mountain, 
and at least another dozen have 
referred to it in part. . 


YOUNG MOUNTAIN 


WICE the climbers have 
reached 28,200ft., only to be 
beaten by thos2 last 900ft. It 
doesn’t sound much—900ft. It is 
about the height of Leith Hil), 
a little more than Arthur's Seat 
at Edinburgh, or about half the 
height above sea level of the Cat 
and Fiddle Inn, Derbyshire. 

The summit of Everest is made 
of marble—solid, slippery, dark 
marble—and it is laid in slabs 
that slope downwards like the 
tiles on a roof. 

If you could take a slice and 
polish it you'd have a. wonder- 
fully decorative ‘table top, but 
| when covered in snow and ice it 
.is dangerous rock for climbing. 


Even so it presents no difficul- 
ties that a competent moun- 
taineer could not overcome at a 
lower altitude. 


Mount Everest is about  50.- 
000,000 years old. That’s 
young for «a mountain. Ben 
Nevis in Scotland is infinitely 
older, and was a mighty summit 
when the materials that comprise 
Everest were sediment al the 


bottom of a now vanished sea. 


Before the titanic convulsions 
that pushed ithe sea bed into the 
sky there were fish swimming 
over it. Some geologists believe 
the sea bed that became a moun- 
tain is still getting higher. 


NOBODY LOVES IT 


OUNT EVEREST was “dis- 
covered” 99 years ago by an 
Indian clerk who had probably 
never even seen it. Until then 
it was known as Peak XV and 
was just one of the scores of ill- 
mapped mountains in the 
Himalayas. 


This clerk, whose job was com- 
puting their heights from the 
flgures of surveyors, came rush- 
ing into the office of his superior 
one day in 1832 and shouted: 
“Sir, I have discovered the 
highest mountain in the world.” 


He had. Peak XV — it wes 
named Everest later after Sir 
George Everest, the Surveyor- 
General of India—appeared from 
the figures to be 29,002ft. high, 
and that is still its official height, 
though later surveys have put it 
at 20,1416. 


The highest mountain in the 
world is a mountain that nobody 
loves, It doesn’t rise up from a 
plain for everyone to admire like 
Flujiyama or Kilimanjaro dn 


Africa. It is hidden by lesser 
mountains from all but a few 
Tibetan monks and the tea 
planters around Darjeeling. It 
may have given moments of 
elation to the climbers of its 
lower slopes, but the upper parts, 
particularly those 900 uncon- 
quered fect, have brought plea- 
sure to no one. 


Those who have reached: 27,000 
or 28,000ft. say they felt like 
sick men climbing in a dream. 
Beeause of the lack of oxygen 
they had to take five breaths for 
every step advanced and every- 
thing they did seemed night- 
marish and unreal. 


lf you fook a normal person 
straight up to a height of 
20,000ft. he would lose con- 
sciousness and quickly die. The 
Everest mountaineers have got 
as high as they did only by 
gradual acclimatisation, 

They have tried carrying 
oxygen with them, but the extra 
weight and the inconvenience of 
the apparatus were tog great 
and they did no better than those 
without it. 

Airmen have flown over 
Everest on at least three occa- 
sions, but that doesn't 
The challenge is to do it on foot. 


UNBEATEN, BUT... 


may seem a crazy obsession, 
but as Jong as Everest is 
there, and unbeaten, men will 
uy to climb it. Some day, per- 
aps, some youngster 
hear, Tangs. an ate will-power ‘of 
a superman will stagger up those 
last 900ft, of icy marble and 
pecr in a semi-conscious daze 
from the highest spot om earth.

A few years ago the Stewards 
of the Jockey Club osked a 
number of Newmarket trainers 
to a conference to discuss the 
possibility of an overnight de- 
claration of runners. At that 
time Henri Jelliss was training 
Jor Miss Paget. 


When he was asked for his 
opinion he said that in his case 
it would be oul of the question. 
It was no uncommon thing for 
Miss Paget to ring up late at 
night and order a horse to be 
sent to a meeting the following 
day, Then, after the horse had 
arrived at the course, the order 
might be countermanded and 
the horse returned to his stable 
without running.

With all her mannerisms, Miss 
Paget has been a great asset to 
the turf. It is impossible to 
compute the money she has sunk 
in racing and breeding. At one 
time she must have had at least 
a hundred or more horses, in~ 
cluding horses in training on the 
flat, jumpers and ponies (Tommy 
Carey rode for her at the ponies 
and Steve Donoghue's son, Pat, 
trained them), brood mares, 
foals and yearlings. 


She has bought lavishly at the 
yearling sales,,and also bred her 
own horses. She pours money 
into the pockets of racecourse 
executives. And I have known: 
her to nominate five. or six 
horses for a small steeplechase,

The careful player can almost 
work out the grip for himself, 
by placing his hands on the 
bat and noticing where — ths 
protection on his gloves is 
plaged.
